If we are compelled to limit y our supply , it will be in reduction of y our 
annual consumption. Therefore, any oil y ou sa v e now directly benefits y ou later. 


In fairness to our reg ular customers, wc arc not taking on any new fuel oil accounts 
while the emerg ency ex ists. To the many prospectiv e new customers who arc calling us 
dai y , we ex tremely reg ret our inability to serv e y ou at this time. If and when the shortag e of 
fuel cil is ov ercome, wc ag ain will welcome new business.
